During  the  war  many  American-' 
had  come  to  feel  that  the  discovery 
at  the  height  of  the  world  cruis  of 
the  country's  incalculable  resources 
was  almost  equivalent  to  the  open- 
ing up  of  a new  frnnUpr. 

That  frontier  mentality,  individu- 
alistic rather  than  collrctlvat  in 
temper,  brings  with  It  a shift  from 
emphasis  on  the  human  value,  which 
marked  the  United  6tatra  philoso- 
phy during  the  Roosevelt  Admin- 
istration. 

From  the  British  point  of  view, 
Tin-  Times  sees  obvious  dangers  In 
this  change  of  mood  across  the 
Allantic  at  the  very  time  when  liie 
fullest  co-operation  is  sorely  needed 
for  resettlement  and  rebuilding  of 
the  world.

The  Budgpt 

Mr.  Haley  faced  a complex  and  difficult 
fatk  in  presenting  (he  budget  in  this,  an  un- 
certain year,  and  no  one  need  lak*  it  out  on 
the  Minister  of  Finance  personally  for  omis- 
sions or  commissions  in  the  program  which 
hr  does  not  favor.  The  budget  includes  a 
S 100.000.000  reduction  in  Dominion  reven- 
ues in  the  coming  fiscal  period,  a beginning 
measure  of  relief  for  the  individual  taxpayer, 
a nod  if  least  in  favQr  of  the  resumption  of 
private  enterprise,  and  some  particular  re- 
dresses which  were  overdue 

I he  budget,  however,  does  not  include 
much  actual  relief  for  anyone  in  this  calendar 
year,  in  which  the  promised  16  per  cent  re- 
duction in  personal  incomes  is  whittled  down 
to  a 4 per  cent  credit  in  hand,  with  no  other 
place  a taxpayer  can  use  it.  Nor  is  any 
particular  accounting  made  of  the  refund- 
able sums  the  Dominion  is  holding  in  the 
n-imewl  the  taxpayers,  individual  or  corpor- 
ate Had  Mr.  Ilsley  wished  to  simplify  tax- 
ation materially  without  waiting  upon  im- 
ponderables in  i he  world  he  could  have -re- 
stored the  single  and  married  exemptions, 
without  which  many  inequities  of  the  pres- 
ent measure  will  only  be  perpetuated. 

It  is  fair,  however  to  consider  the  budget 
first  in  the  light  that_Mr.  Ilsley  himself  was 
forced  to  look  at  it.  After  his  fiscal  review, 
the  Minister  ol  Finance  said,  and  we  quoie: 

■'Thcsc  arc  our  requirements  up  to  March 
1 1 . 1946.  anil  while  they  represent  a reduc- 
tion from  the  previous  year  and  some  shift 
Irom  expenditures  to  loans,  they  arc,  as  the 
House  will  see.  at  a very  high  level.  These 
requirements  in  themselves  do  not  suggest 
that  the  Minister  of  Finance  is  in  a position 
to  forego  any  revenue  which  he  might  other- 
wise obtain.  No  one  is  more  impatient  than 
fhe  Minister  of  Finance  at  the  slowness  with 
which  war  expenditures  decline.  Neverthe- 
less. they  did  in  fact  begin  to  decline  this  year 
as  soon  as  hostilities  ceased,  and  our  stabiliza- 
tion policy  has  so  far  saved  us  from  fating 
that  postwar  increase  in  expenditures  which 
was  so  great  and  disruptive  a fact  in  1919 
and  1920.  It  is  essential  that  we  maintain 
our  stabilization  policy  until  the  danger  les- 
sons." 

JNrcewMiirs  Drive 

I hat  position  will  be  conceded  among 
thinking  people.  On  the  other  hand,  it  must 
not  become  an  excuse  for  the  permanent  ex- 
traction of  crippling  percentages  of  individual 
or  corporate  incomes,  sufficient  to  retard  a 
normal  postwar  recovery.  Nor  can  it  be 
used  jo  cloak  that  well  known  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  taxing  bodies  to  part  with  any- 
thing they  once  had.  in  short  to  "let  go.’* 
Between  the  two  positions,  however,  the  lash 
of  necessity  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  great 
god  of  precedent  on  tlie  other,  common  sense 
must  sometime  strike  a balance.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  Mr.  Ilsley  has  aimed  at  that,  even 
if  the  taxpayers  could  wish  he  might  have 
struck  a still  harder  blow'  for  personal  and 
corporate  freedom. 

I he  highlights  in  the  budget  show  the 
main  trend  of  the  Treasury'*  policy,  steering 
between  the  Scylla  and  Charybdis  of  today 
and  tomorrow.  Personal  incomes  will  bene- 
fit by  4 per  cent  as  from  October  I.  1945, 
even  if  the  whole  of  this  sum  is  to  be  re- 
tained by, the  Dominion  as  likely  to  be  owed 
to  the  Crown  anyway — a very  Indian- 
minded  gift.  Special  service  (sea  and  air) 
income  tax  exemptions  arc  eliminated.  The 
war-exchange  tax  of  10  per  cent  on  non- 
Fmpire  imports  will  be  taken  off.  I he  sales 
tax  is  to  be  lifted  on  the  machinery  and 
apparatus  of  production"  (which  should  be 
stretched  to  include  electric  power).  There  is 
a reduction  in  taxation  on  furs  and  fur- 
"Trimmed  articles.  Sales  tax  is  removed  from 
tourist  purchases  in  the  United  States  up  to 
the  value  of  SI 00  in  goods.  Some  of  these 
benefits  arc  deferred. 

Individual  businesses  will  benefit  directly 
from  promised  relief  in  several  directions, 
although  here.  too.  the  movement  is  a very 
cautious  one.  I he  patent  inequity  of  a I 5 
per  cent  tax  on  total  profits  of  single  proprie- 
tory and  partnership  firms  will  be  abated. 
The  Crown  declaration  of  minimum  stand- 
ard profirs"  is  to  be  revised,  the  minimum 
raised  from"  $5,000  to  SI  5.000,  and  other 
casements  made  The  20  per  cent  refundable 
portion  of  the  excess  profits  tax  will  be  re- 
moved next  year,  and  the  complete  confisca- 
tion of  excess  profits  at  a certain  level  reduced 
to  a lax  of  60  per  cent  on  such  excess,  also 
next  year.  The  restriction  on  national  and 
other  advertising  budgets  will  be  removed 
in  so  tar  as  the  excess  profits  tax  is  concerned. 
Likewise  profits  from  new  base  and  precious 
metal  mines  and  industrial  minerals  will  be 
freed  in  parr. 

Broad,  Next  Yoar 

From  the  taxpayer  * standpoint.  th*re  may 
be  bread  end  barter  in  the  budget,  but  there 
is  no  cake:  and  most  of  the  bread  and  butter 
will  not  be  obtainable  until  next  year  In 
dividuats  and  businesses,  however,  are  given 
some  promiies  to  go  upon  in  the  vein  of  the 
adage.  Live,  horse,  and  you  will  get  grass."
